Chace said the proposed
Narbonne Avenue drain in
Lomita will eliminate a por
tion of the project in Nar-
bonne between 248th and
250th Streets

Engineering studies indicate
the drain will outlet at 250th
into a proposed regional fa-
cility with no loss of protec
tion in the drainage area
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THE BOARD also approved
changes in the proposed Tor
rance-Lomita relief drain
which will be built under the
1964 bond program. A por-
tion of the project will be re
aligned beginning in Presi-
dent Avenue at 243rd Street,
extending along 243rd to Cen-
sor Ave. to an existing drain-
age channel to Frampton Ave
nue

Construction is scheduled for
completion in April, 1966

Work will consist of recon
structing and widening the
existing predominently two
lane roadway to provide a
fully curbed six-lane highway

Included in the project will
be the construction of curb,
gutter, pavement, drives and
highway drainage structures

In addition, traffic control
signals will be modernized at
the Main Street and Avalon
Boulevard intersections and
new signals will be installed’
at the Dolores Street and
Grace Avenue intersections
